Rdinarily there are four Perſons re- 

quiſite to be imployed in the taking 
up or remitting any parcel of Money by 
Exchange, ( beſides the Broker which 
doth procure the parcel) as namely, two 
at the place where the Money is taken 
up, and two at the place where the Mo- 
” ney is payable. 1: The party which 
Ez doth deliver the Money by Exchange, 
* Whom we ule to call the Deliverer, or 
'- the Giver, (and the French;le banquieur,) 
\ becauſe there are which do keep a ſtock 
of Money only to negotiate by Exchange 
.- (as our Uſerers do Money to deliver at 
Intereſt) although theſe Bankers will as 
well take up as deliver Montes by Ex- 
change, according as they ſee it moſt ad- 
vantagious unto them, by the rife or fall 
of the price of Monies by Exchange.

Three Perſons to make an Exchange, 


Ut ſometimes there are but three 
perſons needful in the doing a parcel 
_ of Money by Exchange; as Firſt , The 
| taker; Secondly, the deliverer; and 
Thirdly, the party on whom the Bill. is 
dawn. Firſt,the Taker, he. makes and ſub- 
ſcribes a Bill of Exchange for ſo much 
Mony by him received of the Deliverer ; + 
Secondly, The Deliverer, he orders the 
the Bill to be made payableto himſelf, or 
Affigns for the value of himſelf ; And 
thirdly, the party that 1s to pay the Bill 5 
for the Taker he direQs the Bill to his 
Friend, or Servant to pay the ſame.Now 
this way of Exchange 4s very uſeful, ac- 
cording as occalion may be.

change, feigned or imaginary Exchapge, 
and {mall or petty Exchange.

Ow moſt Countries uſing ſeveral 
kinds of Monies, different in value 

one from another , the Exchange 1s valu- 
ed or rated upon ſome one certain , moſt 
conliderable Species or fort of Money 
for each Country or Town,as followeth: 
The Exchange of Monies from Lon- 
don to Antwerp, Amſterdam , Middle- 
borough, Lile and Rotterdam , is uſually 
accounted and valued on the Pound: 
Sterling of 20 5. Engliſh Money 3 that 
13s to ſay, to pay after the rate of fo many 
Shillings, and ſo many Pence Flemith 
Mony tor every Pound Sterling : Fhe 
Exchange from Lowdon to Hamborough 
is onthe Pound Sterling'to pay ſo many 
Shillings, and ſo many Pence Hamborongh 
Money per Pound Sterling , which dit- 
fereth ſomething from the Flemiſh Mo- 
ney; The Exchange from London tor 
Paris and Roan is valued on the French

bare Letter ſerve, written to his Wife,
